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DRILL PERMITS 


Conservation 
Commis­

Protect Oil Fields

Lansing, Oct. 5—(/P>—The state 
conservation commission t o d a y 
clamped the lid down on stat© oil 
leases until a definite policy has 
been established. 
It was agreed 
the oil development has rushed in 
so suddenly that the departm ent 
has not had tim e to get its feet 
on the ground. 
Applications for 
scores of leases were laid on the 
table until a survey has been com­ 
pleted and a definite policy out­ 
lined. 
In the meantime, every precau­ 
tion will be taken to safeguard the 
fields thus far tapped. 
Upon the 
recommendation of R. A. Smith, 
state geologist, a resolution was 
adopted, holding that drilling on 
small tracts In close proximity to 
each other tends to destroy gas and 
oil fields. 
The resolution declared 
that drilling licenses will not be 
granted for less than five acres, 
except in isolated cases approved 
by th e state geologist 
The commission decided to co­ 
operate w ith the boards of s u p e r­ 
visors of Kent and Muskegon coun­ 
ties in an effort to encourage wood­ 
lot reforestation. 
Reject Prosopal. 
In 
these 
counties, 
farmers, 
through a conservation committee, 
have been urged to cut wood-lot 
tim ber selectively and keep the 
tim ber crop coming along. 
In an 
attem pt to spread this idea mem­ 
bers of the county committees will 
visit six other counties this year. 
The commission rejected a pro­ 
posal to close a tract south of Mar­ 
quette to hunting because it was 
feared an unw ise precedent would 
be set. 
A petition presented by 
Commissioner Norman B. Hill stat­ 
ed that hunters are endangering 
the lives and property of cottage 
owners in the Lakewood resort dis­ 
tric t It was said the tract is not 
the same over which the contro­ 
versy raged a year or two ago, 
which was closed by a form er com­ 
mission and opened by the present 
body. 
A proposal to close Bob Lo Is­ 
land to deer hunting was tabled. 
A discussion of the tim ber tax 
law brought recommendations from 
tim ber tract owners that the h ar­ 
vest tax be cut from 25 to IO per 
cent and that the annual tax of ten 
cents an acre be reduced or abol­ 
ished.

Comstock continued, the general 
property tax,

$6 ,7 0 0 ,0 0 0 , from $17,800,000 to 
$24,500,000. 
"Except in the general fund— 
which he did not, after all, abol- 
ish— he tell you th a t he found a 
deficit of $4,200,000 in the gen­ 
eral fund which took up all of 
his tax money,” Comstock 
said.

PAT THE LEGISLATORS 
ENOUGH. 
AMONG THE proposals 
th a t 
will be subm itted to the people of 
Michigan In the form of a consti­ 
tutional am endm ent at the forth­ 
coming election— and is only six 
weeks away— will be one provid­ 
ing tor the compensating of mem­ 
bers of the legislature at the rate 
of $3 a day for the full period of 
their terms. 
The constitution should 
con­ 
tain no lim iting provision on such 
a matter, but th e one th a t it does 
ccniahi is too narrow and 
the 
one that is offered is somewhat 
broader. This is the best that can 
he hoped for a t this 
time 
and 
therefore we wish to call atten­ 
tion to it, says the Michigan Man­ 
ufacturer. 
It has been the policy of the 
people of this state to give too 
tem all compensation to their rep- 
ii Bullation 
at 
Lansing. 
The 
present provision is $800 per term 
with an added allowance of $ 5 per 
•diem in the event of special ses­ 
sions. The term usually runs in- 
t o the fifth month, and the resu lt 
1s 
members of the legislature 
are paid at the rate of $50 
per 
week. during th e regular session, 
out of which sum they m ust keep 
themselves in decency 
at 
the 
state capitol and pay for 
their 
homo-bound trips at week-ends. 
W ith the increase in cost 
of 
living at (he state capitol, as well 
as everywhere else, and the high 
rate of transportation, this sum 
does not cover 
their 
expenses; 
and the result has been to pro­ 
mote candidates for legislature of 
people who are either so well-off 
th at the compensation m akes no 
difference to them , or so badly off 
th a t if tem ptation 
comes 
their 
way, they have at least a person­ 
al financial condition which may 
influence them to succumb to it. 
As a m atter of fact, the legisla­ 
tu re of this state should be paid 
ti,5 0 0 or $2,000 per 
term 
for 
their services, to keep them out of 
tem ptation and to make their ser­ 
vices to the state not a m atter of 
(personal sacrifice.

They 
liked their milk and she had read 
and heard so much of the im port­ 
ance of milk in childhood th at she 
thought they were getting a good 
diet. 
She noticed 
they 
caught 
cold easily and had m ost all the 
diseases of childhood, but thought 
it was part of childhood to have 
them . 
The Blank children m ight have 
had good teeth had Mrs. 
Blank 
had 
sufficient 
vegetables 
and 
fruit during the 
pre-natal 
and 
nursing periods 
and 
had 
the 
children had sufficient vegetables 
and fruit, as well as milk, while 
growing. 
It is not sufficient to 
have the full am ount of milk in 
the child’s (or ad u lt’s) diet. 
It 
must contain a goodly am ount of 
fruits and vegetables with their 
vitam ins and m ineral elem ents, if 
you are to safeguard the teeth 
and health. 
And it m ast not con­ 
tain 
such 
large 
am ounts 
of 
starches and sugars or even of 
milk, th at these foods will not be 
taken. 
Aside*from crowding out 
the needed elem ents, the starches 
and sugars will cause tooth de­ 
cay because sm all 
particles 
of 
them ferm ent, so form ing local 
collections of acids 
which 
cor­ 
rode. 
It has long been believed 
that excess starches and sugars 
would cause tooth decay, and now 
we have had some research work 
done that has confirmed i t 
This 


work was done by Dr. Louise O. 
Kappes of the Mayo Foundation, 
at Rochester. 
I’ll tell you a lit­ 
tle som ething about It: 
Two groups of children from 
the R ochester schools were select­ 
ed for com parison— 25 w ith per­ 
fect or nearly perfect teeth and 25

Boy Thief Picked 
Up at Bark River 


Iron Mountain—Confessing to Im* 
plication in two robberies and an 
attempt at a third, in Breitung, 
and to the more startling offense 
of having since that time capital* 
ized on his crippled 
condition, 
and made it worse in the Internets 
of a premeditated and well-manag­ 
ed begging "curser," Marcel Tebo, 
19, of Breitung, after having been 
brought back here from Bark River, 
Mich., by Deputy 
Sheriff 
Quick, 
told the county officers and Officer 
T. A. Bloom, of Kingsford, a color­ 
ful tale of mis-adventurc Friday 
morning. 
Tebo’8 arrest followed an inves­ 
tigation by Officer Bloom following 
the -entering recently of a store in 
Breitung conducted by Nick Petro­ 
vich, the attempt to enter a second 
shop managed by Petrovich, and 
the breaking and entering of the 
Breen 
Electric 
shop. 
At Petro* 
vlch’s the thieves 
got 
a 
small 
amount of candy and some money, 
and accessories and more money 
at the electric shbp. In each case, 
entrance was gained through the 
rear of the buildings and it was in 
that manner, too, according to the 
report of police, that the thieves 
made the attempt at the second 
Petrovich store. 
It was in quite a round about 
way that Bloom solved the riddle 
of the robberies. 
It was accom­ 
plished during the questioning of 
a juvenile who had been giving the 
Kingsford school authorities trou­ 
ble 
through 
persistent 
turancy. 
Bloom, upon the request of Supt. 
Frank Sweeney, found the boy and 
began to question him. 
bu specie* Knowledge ef Theft. 
Bloom said that he had previoui- 
ly suspected the youth knew some­ 
thing of the Breitung robberies, but 
the recent occasion was the first 
opportunity he had to get the lad 
in a comer and talk to him. The 
boy at first denied any knowledge 
of the robberies, but later "came 
through." 
Before he had finished he had 
implicated Tebo and 
even 
told 
where the older boy could be found. 
Sheriff Rudolph Freeman was noti­ 
fied, a warrant was issued, and 
Deputy Quick was sent to bring 
Tebo back. 
Tebo told his story yesterday 
morning and admitted the truth of 
the boy’s statement. 
Tebo, a cripple, declared that he 
left Breitung shortly after the rob­ 
beries and went to Bark River. 
There he met up with an "older 
man," he sa d—whom he described 
as about 48 years of age—and the 
two of them, with the older man 
as "manager,” perfected the beg­ 
ging act. 
Netted Small Return. 
Capitalisation on his lameness, 
Tebo said, he poured lye on his 
arm to sear it, and, exposing the 
scar to passersby, explained that, 
in addition to his lameness, he was 
afflicted 
with 
"burning 
ulcers.’ 
With that plea he managed, he 
Bald, to collect $3 or (4 a day, part 
of which he admitted giving to the 
older man for helping him in the 
plan. 
Later, be said, he and hie '.mat- 
ager" devised a card which ex­ 
plained that Tebo was a sufferer 
from infantile paralysis, that he 
whs an orphan and that he was 
trying to collect money to visit an 
aunt who had agreed to help him.

.Stewart Finds That Hurricanes Are Not New, That Spain’s Explorer Lost 
Ships in West Indies Blow, and That Increase of Florida Resorts Makes 
Them Noticeable Because of Resulting Damage and Loss of Life.

C olum bus S u ffered Storms 
Columbus lost some vessels in 
A W est Indian hurricane. 
The ar­ 
chipelago was cyclone-swept 
as 
fan g as that, at any rate 
Storms played smash with the 
IL buccaneers for a couple o f cen- 
dalles. 
Weather bureau 
records 
*how 197 tropical cyclones in the 
W est Indies between 
1887 
and 
1915. 
There were thirteen in 
1916. 
But southern Florida was prac­ 
tically unsettled before 1900. 
Hurricanes 
doubtless 
were 
swiping the east coast regularly, 
as far back as there was any east 
coast— but what 
of 
it?— until 
people began to live there?— and 
build cities? 
Today, when a hurricane hits 
the Everglade state, it 
destroys 
millions of dollars worth of prop­ 
erty, maybe kills some hundreds 
of 
inhabitants, 
leaves 
several 
thousands homeless abd, more im­ 
portant than all else, scares the 
daylights out of several multimil­ 
lionaire colonies. 
Is it any wonder we hear 
all 
about it! 
“Hunting Home** Now. 
Islands like Porto Rico and the 
Virgins, to be sure, 
were 
well 
settled long before southern Flor­ 
ida was, but this country was not 
responsible for them until com­ 
paratively recent years— not for 
Porto Rico until we took it away 
from Spain; not for the Virgins 
until still later, when we acquir­ 
ed them from Denmark. 
Consequently, although hurri­ 
canes had been laying them flat 
about every so often, from away 
b^bk in the 16th century, we nev- 
«■ it paid any particular attention to 
their troubles earlier than 
the 
latter part of the 19th 
Now, as possessions of our own, 
their difficulties are ours, 
too, 
when disaster befalls them. 
What's a Tornado? 
A hurricane? 
A cyclone? 
A 
typhoon? 
All the same thing, according 
to the weather bureau 
A tornado is a different breed 
of kittens. 
A tornado is one of the "tw ist- 
. era” such as we are familiar with 
on our western 
prairies — and 
sometimes elsewhere, but in the 
prairie country in particular. 
It Is a local disturbance and 
relatively a small affair, although 
terrific in its violence, where it 
does strike. 
Popularly the tornado 
is 
of­ 
ten referred to as a 
“cyclone,'' 
but never by a meteorologist. To 
him a cyclone is a storm of large 
proportions, from 50 to 500 miles 
in diameter, which 
may 
travel 
hundreds of miles from its point 
of origin, until It dissipates 
it­ 
self. 
Cyclone a Big Brother. 
The cyclone Is, indeed, a vast 
whirl, Just as the tornado Is 
small one, but a whirl in a direc­ 
tion the reverse of a tornado and 
at no such frightful velocity aa 
the latter— in fact, at a rate of 
speed comparatively so moderate 
as to be spoken of 
only 
as 
a 
“wind,” though sometimes a very 
lh wind. 
Cyclones are constantly travers­ 
e s globe, usually as quite or­ 
dinary storms, worthy of no es­ 
pecial notice beyond what is cus­ 
tomarily accorded to day-by-day 
weather changes. 
The creations of eross currents 
in the air and conflicting temper­ 
atures, it Is only occasionally that 
the right combination occurs to 
kick up a really destructive mani­ 
festation — hurricane, torrential 
rain, blizzard or 
what-not, 
de­ 
pendent on season and latitude. 
The tropical hurricane Is 
the 
most violent type. 
Its genesis is in the vicinity of 
tho equator, where just the ele­ 
ments prevail of heat and mots-

Theoretically it may seem as if 
there is no reason why a cyclone

tropical storm 's invariable direc­ 
tion at the outset, though subse­ 
quently generally more or 
less 
deflected by atmospheric and oth­ 
er conditions which it encounters.

is changing, the 
departm ent

commerce reports, w ith 
sm aller 
countries increasing th e ir produc­ 
tion in the faoe of declines by the 
larger and the trend of construc­ 
tion m ore and more favoring mo­ 
torships. 
The 
fact th a t 
som e 
50.000 
gross tons lees m erchant ship con­ 
struction was under way at the 
end of the first half of 1928 than 
a t the beginning of th e year ap­ 
pears to loss significance In view 
of the fact th at unfavorable con- 
dltlns In Great B ritain and 
Ire­ 
land. the world’s 
largest 
ship­ 
builders, are chiefly 
responsible 
fo r th e decline. 
Germany holds second place as 
a shipbuilder, but 
The 
Nether- 
1aade has nosed out Italy for the 
th ird place. Denm ark has fallen 
to ninth, sixth place being taken 
by Russia. Japan has moved up 
from ninth to eighth. The United 
States holds Its old position 
as 
tenth, although only 55,000 gross 
tons are under construction today 
as compared with 148,000 a year 
ago. 
Motorship construction, 
how­ 
ever, has shown 
a steady 
gain, 
240,000 gross tons more 
m otor­ 
ships being on hand throughout 
th e world at th e end of the first 
six months of 1928 than of all 
other types combined. At the end 
of tbs first quarter, motorships 
showed a surplus of 90,000 gross 
tons. 
Although G reat Britain and Ire­ 
land are devoting more than half 
th e ir present m erchant shipbuild­ 
ing program to vessels of other 
th an the m otorship type, other 
m aritim e countries aa a group ar^ 
nearing the 1,000,000 ton mark 
In m otorships and practically two 
thirds of the vessels under con­ 
struction are of this type. France.
